The Hosier-Dixie Highway move­ 
ment is meeting with a popular en­ 
dorsement that was 
only 
vaguely 
anticipated when the effort was in­ 
augurated by the Marion Associa­ 
tion of Comerce.

mercial body saw the possibilities of 
a concerning link from both Cincin­ 
nati, Ohio, awd Louisville, 
Ky., 
to 
the Lincoln 
Highway 
at 
Goshen, 
Ind., and went to work at once cor­ 
responding with commercial 
bodies 
iu various counties relative to I he 
matter. 
This correspondence result­ 
ed in the splendid meeting at Marion 
on the 14th of July arid the subse­ 
quent meeting at Wabash 
on 
the 
28th of July, at which a permanent 
organization was affected compose I 
of 
Elkhart, 
Kosciusko, 
Wabash. 
Grant, and Madison counties. 
The route as suggested through 
tho counties named not only offer* 
the shortest way from both of the 
Ohio river ends of the Dixie High­ 
way at Cincinnati and Louisville, to 
Chicago and the resort region- 
of 
northern Indiana and western Mich­ 
igan, but the road, almost the entire 
way, is already a serviceable, hard 
highway. 
The object of the organization i.~ 
not as some have’thought, mo?t men 
to build new roads and thus entail 
heavy expense upon various coun 
tics.

Is it less than in­ 
credible that eight o f nine nations 
are engaged in the 
greatest 
wars 
that the world has ever known and 
not a woman in all these lands has 
been consulted as to whether war or 
peace should be 
through 
tens 
of 
thousands of men of women born 
have died and the last great terrible 
cost of war in life-long sorrow and 
suffering will be by women borne. 


“When all is -aid, war’s woes will 
he immedicable until there come to 
pass ii world-wide attempt to mo­ 
derate and ultimately to destroy the 
heretofore ineradicable race and re­ 


l i g i o u s antagonism. 
God has given 
a place to every ]>eopie and race and 
faith in the world. 


“if war is to end. it is the war 
within our own souls that must go. 
Physical preparedness 
alone 
does 
not make war. 
It is moral prepar­ 
edness for war which makes arma­ 
ments possible and was inevitable. 
“Rarely are wars fought in the 
interest of the people. 
Rarely are 
war engaged iii because 
of 
some 
wrong which the people have suffer­ 
ed, because of some outrages indic­ 
ted upon the people. 
It is the imper­ 
ial and dynastic systems which un­ 
dertake war, making national war­ 
fare, forsooth, interchangeable with 
dynastic perpetuity. 
“The unreality and failure of the 
peace movement are 
shown 
forth 
most clearly by its failure to have 
offered a substitute for war. 
Must 
it forever be true, as Ruskin pointed 
out, that the words which the Muse 
of History coupled 
together 
were 
peace and sensuality, peace and sel­ 
fishness, 
peace 
and 
corruption, 
peace and death ? 
A substitute tor 
war must be 
found 
and 
can 
be 
found, some outlet for the passion 
of men to serve and strive together, 
sonic oportunity for the play of the 
social instinct which burns within 
men and is ready to merge the in­ 
terest of tin* citizen in the interest 
of the country. 
Men must be given 
some great and resistless call to ser­ 
vice that merge the individual in the 
community. 
If you will not let men 
march and stand and serve together 
they will stand and dis-serve and 
battle against one another. The need 
of asking men to serve in behalf of 
their country is most urgent in our 
diiy of soft manners and manicured 
mannikin-. 
Tin* new emphasis 
of 
the peace movement must be con- 
-tructive, providing for public and 
commonwealth service on the part 
of the youth of the nation, to whom 
Professor Jam es’ plan must In* offer­ 
ed.— a year of service for the able­ 
bodied youth of the land. 
W hatever the causes of war, and 
irrespective of the apportionment of 
moral blame, there eau he no peace 
which make- for the supreme dom­ 
inance of any one nation or the ov­ 
erwhelming defeat and crushing of 
any other. 
Whatever the causes of 
the war may have been, there can 
and ought to be 
no 
peace 
which 
makes for dismemberment aud de­ 


struction whish id wrought in the 
spirit of greed and spoliation. There 
is only one demand which may he 
made,— namely, that we shall have 
not only the end of this war but the 
end of wars; that there shall be no 
peace without a combined attempt 
on the part of nations of earth look­ 
ing to ultimate disarmament and the 
reference of national disputes to in­ 
ternational 
peuce-courts. 
Peace 
can come only through forbearance; 
a lasting peace can rest upon noth­ 
ing less than a high 
magnanimity. 
The last thing to be dreamed of in 
connection with this war in revenge 
Only one thing could be madder than 
the present warfare and that were 
a determination to inflict 
crushing* 
punishment upon any one 
of 
the 
contesting nations. 
Out of this ter­ 
rible welter of blood and massacre 
there must come renewed and deep­ 
ened respect on the part of nations 
for one another, 
a

For us as a nation the great ques­ 
tion which the war puts to us is not,

“Has the new law put many im­ 
moral resorts out of business, or 
will it do so ? ” was asked. 
’File chief still puzzled. 
“You are 
taking it for granted that there are 
immoral houses in Indianapolis,” he 
said. 
“Indianapolis 
has 
no 
such 
houses. 
The only one I could find 
has been closed.” 
The reporter wus disappointed. He 
had expected to get a good story. 
He continued his way and found 
Morton C. Pearson, representing the 
Church 
Federation. 
He 
put 
the 
same question and got the following 
reply: 
“On 
my 
desk 
are 
complaints 
against about fifty houses declared 
to be resorts. 
I have investigated 
some of these and found them run­ 
ning wide open, some of then with 
music. 
In the past six 
weeks 
we 
have used the Rule law to such ef­ 
fect that we have compelled twelve 
to fifteen resorts to vacate houses. 
No, we don’t know where the inmate 
moved to. 
We intend to initiate a 
fall campaign that will put all tho 
resorts iii Indianapolis out of busi­ 
ness.” 
And there you have in a nut shell 
the controversy between the city po­ 
lice and the church federation. The 
question is, what is a resort ? 
One man said that 
resorts 
had 
been nicknamed. 
“The new name,” 
he said, “is rooming house, and there 
are about 150 houses in Indianapolis 
that bear the nickname.”

Diaz ruled for thirty years of the 
ninety and four years he controlled 
the term of another president, so 
that in reality there has been an av­ 
erage of a new president every year. 
tile speaker said. 
To show the 
peculiar ways of 
Mexicans, 
Congressman 
Slayden 
ited the fact that President Com- 
monfort 
once led an 
insurrection 
against his own administration. 


Ile said no man ever came into the 
administration of tile affairs oi 
a 
government under more adverse con­ 
ditions than Diaz in 1877. 
Ile said 
the ordinary charge 
against Diaz 
that he was ambitious and had no 
regard for his people was unjust. 
The speaker recalled he became the 
national hero by the expulsion of 
the French and could have become 
president then, 
but he turned the 
government over to one to whom it 
rightfully 
belonged. 
When 
Diaz 
came into power, Slayden said, the 
government had 
neither credit nor 
money, but he placed the country 
on a sound financial basis and sub­ 
dued all of the tribal chiefs and plac­ 
ed them in charge of the highway 
guards. 
Then followed an area of 
peace in Mexico, the speaker de 
cia red. 
“ I am frequently asked,” lie con 
tinned, “why Diaz was overthrown 
by Madero. 
Diaz was growing old 
and turned much of his work over to 
aids who were not as patriotic as 
he and who grew rich and were hat­ 
ed by the people. 
The unequal dis­ 
tribution of land was another ele 
ment that caused Unrest.” 
Speaking of the present revolution, 
Congressman Slayden said: 
“The 
only murderer I know of who is a c­ 
corded 
respect 
is this 
mercenary 
ruffian, the gunman who hires him­ 
self out to kill a man he never saw.” 
The audience thought he referred to 
Villa. 
He said the civil wars in Mexico 
are 
characterized 
by 
the utmost 
brutality. 
I have been told, lie con­ 
tinued, that the federals, when there 
were any, were the only soldiers who 
would not kill people for the mere 
pleasure of seeing them die. 
That 
can’t be said of any other band or 
clique, he added. 
They have a mad 
dsire to destroy and kill, the speak­ 
er said, even damaging unoffending 
coal mines. 
Congressman Slayden said he did 
not have the privilege of knowing 
Carranza, but that he understood he 
was a man very much out of place 
on a horse or in a military camp. 
Ile described Villa 
as the most 
prominent 
and 
aggressive 
figure 
which has developed. 
He called at­ 
tention to the fact that Villa was 
not his right name; that it had been 
changed on account of an episode in 
his early life. Mr. Slayden said Villa 
was opposed to monopoly, especial­ 


ly to the government’s monopoly on 
the making o f money, and that his 
liberty was taken from him when he 
attempted to compete with the gov­ 
ernment. 
While in jail, the con­ 
gressman said, Villa learned to write. 
The speaker and Villa headed the 
faction in the north.

6.— Military 
preparedness for national defense in 
to be discussed by the governors of 
tho various states at 
the 
annual 
conference of governors to be held 
' in Boston, August 24, 25 and 20, ac­ 
cording to the program announced 
today by M. C. Riley, secretary of 
the Governors’ 
Conference. 
While 
this conference includes in its mem­ 
bership the governors 
and 
former 
governors of the 48 states, the Bos­ 
ton meeting is to have added signifi­ 
cance by reason of the fact that ad­ 
jutant generals of many states al­ 
so will attend and participate in the 
discussion of plans for 
increasing 
the size and increasing the efficiency 
of the militia of the states as part 
of the national defense. 


The discussion is to be opened bv 
Governor James P. Fielder of New 
Jersey who will read a 
paper 
on 
“The Relation of the State to tile 
National Defense.’’ 


Others who will participate in the 
discussion are Governors Charles S. 
Whitman of New York, Frnyk B. 
Willis of Ohio, Edward F. Durffic of 
Illinois, Ernest Lister of W ashing­ 
ton, W. S. Hammond of Minnesota, 
the former governors Wm. Hodges 
Mann of Virginia, and Elias M. Am­ 
mons of Colorado. 


“The Mexican situation and 
the 
European war doubtless have caus­ 
ed governors of many states to {Yon­ 
der their own and their state’s re­ 
sponsibilities in relation to military 
preparedness/ said Secretary Riley. 
“All the forty-eight governors were 
consulted in the preparation of the 
program for the coming conference. 
Practically all 
asked 
that 
some 
phase of the efficiency of our citizen 
soldiery be discussed, thus disclos­ 
ing a keen interest on the part of 
the states in the problem now con­ 
fronting the nation— an interest so 
keen as to amount to a recognition 
by the states of a degree of respon­ 
sibility. 


“Utterances of many public men, 
magazine articles and the 
current 
news carried by the duily press all 
indicate that there is an increasing 
conviction that Americans, us indi­ 
viduals and as a nation, should la* 
capable of 
acting 
in 
self-defense. 
Many of the governors feel that the 
time is ripe for some uniformity of 
action in co-operation with the na­ 
tional government for providing an 
adequate program for improving the 
national defense. 
This problem is 
no longer the simple one that it wits 
IOO years ago. 
Now. more than ev­ 
er before, there is a general accept* 
lance of 
the 
doctrine 
that every 
American boy should receive train­ 
ing which will equip him to become 
an efficient unit in the nation’s de­ 
fense.

The Russian fortress of Iva rigor* a1 
fifty miles southeast of Warsaw has 
been captured by the A astro- Mer­ 
mans, 
it was 
officially 
announced 
hen* today. 
The allied troops began 
entering the fortress on Tuesday. 


An official st at men t at IVtrograd 
early today indicated that the Rus­ 
sians were about to surrender Ivan- 
gorod. 
The Russian war office said 
all food 
supplies had 
been 
with­ 
drawal from the fortress because it 
was realized tile brick walls 
could 
not withstand the battering of mod­ 
ern guns. 
The Petrograd statement, 
however, 
contradicts 
Hie 
Vienna 
claim that the fo r tr e s s was captured 
on Tuesday. Petrograd declared that 
the Russians retired from the Ivan- 
gorod on the left hank Wednesday 
after blowing up the bridges and e s ­ 
tablishing 
themselves on the 
rigid 
bank. 
The c it y and main fo r tr e s s 
of Jvangorod lie on the right bank.

The loss to the wheat crop this 


year from the Hessian fly has un- 
doubtedly been severe in many sec- 
tions. The habits of this destructive 
pest are well kiio'wn and they indi- 
cate that unless precautions are ta- 
ken now this, loss will be 
repeated 


next year. There are two genera- 
tions of the fly each year—one in 
the fall and one in the .following 
spring, the second generation be- 
ing off spring the former. To get rid 
of the pest next year, therefore, the 
fly should be destroyed 
this 
fall. 


This can be done by the simple pro- 
cess of starving-out; the fly. The 
following rules have been drawn up 
by agricultural authorities in ^Oklaj-

Rome. He comes from somewhere 
way down south, to judge by his soft 
accent and when you tell him that 
you have come to Rome to go to the 
Italian front he laughs a soft south,- 
ern laugh and says:
